Dear  Sir: 

I  was  honor'd  with  your  favour  ot  the  30th  March  upon  the 
Subject  of  Mr.  Huffnagles  delinquency  In  the  business  of  bis 
Agency  for  forfeited  estateti.  I  would  have  done  myself  the 
pleasure  of  replying  much  sooner,  but  have  been  often  abroad 
since  the  Receipt  of  your  letter,  ft  the  short  Intervale  which 
I  have  been  able  to  appropriate  to  domestick  pursuits  have 
been  so  closely  employd.  In  a  variety  ot  pressing  concerns,  as 
Scarcely  to  admitt  a  thought  upon  such  an  unworthy  subject 
at  this  distable  Reptile. 

Indeed  Sir,  It  Is  the  respect  I  owe  to  yourself,  ft  not  the  sub- 
ject, that  enduces  me  to  write  at  all. 

There  was  a  time  when  I  had  this  buslneaa  much  at  heart, 
ft  took  uncommon  pains  to  delect  &  expose,  ft  to  procure  the 
adequate  punishments  due  to  the  Merits  ot  such  business  & 
delinquency. 

I  believe  there  are  but  few  Inatances  (I  might  donbt 
whether  any  In  Pennsylvania)  ot  a  private  person  unarmed 
with  the  power  ft  authority  of  Office,  thus  sleping  forward 
Individually  ft  unsuported  by  all  those  whose  public  stations 
ft  duty  ought  to  have  urged  their  assistance,  to  Prosecute  be- 
fore the  executive  authority,  an-  officer  who  had  so  long 
poseeasd.  ihe  honors   ot  different  offices. 

I  need  not  tell  you  what  an  arduous  and  perlllous  undertak- 
ing It  was  to  embark  In  an  enterprise  of  this  kind.  The  In- 
fluence of  a  Prothonotary  office  can  make  numerous  friends 
ft  often  stops  the  Eyes  and  Ears  of  those  in  the  county,  whose 
duty  It  Is  to  See  ft  Correct  the  abuses  committed  thereln. 

It  was  by  unremitting  perseverance  that  I  carried  on  thla 
Investigation  thro,  the  Several  Stages  thereof;  ft  I  was  even 
with  difficulty  that  I  extracted  from  that  NesI  ot  drones  the 
late  executive  Council,  their  Several  resolutions  constituting 
a  Court  of  enquery  Into  the  business:  and  I  found  that  If  the 
devil  himself  was  arralgnd  before  that  Tribunal,  he  woud  there 
find  Numerous  advocates.  Had  I  not  poasessd.  the  moat  per- 
fect and  accurate  knowledg  of  the  almost  Innumerable  enor- 
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mities  &  abuses  committed  by  this  officer,  I  would  not  have 
presumed  individually  to  bring  forward  under  the  Circum- 
stances just  mentioned,  Such  an  imporUnt  subject  to  Public 
View:  which  at  any  event,  whether  Successful  or  not,  I  well 
knew  would  expose  me  to  the  resentment  of  various  classes 
of  men. 

The  Principal  charges  of  public  &  private  fraud,  have  been 
so  clearly  &  fully  supported,  &  now  so  generally  known 
throughout  this  Country,  that  it  is  matter  at  astonishment  to 
every  candid  &  unprejudiced  mind,  to  see  such  a  character 
continue  to  disgrace  a  Public  office. 

The  Proceedings  of  this  investigation,  together  with  all  the 
Proofs  &  the  Report  of  the  Court  thereon,  were  duly  Trans- 
mitted to  the  €k)vernor,  &  there  they  appear  to  have  been 
buried  in  Oblivion. 

The  Governor's  Conduct  upon  this  occasion  is  a  matter  of 
surprise  &  conjecture  to  many.  If  his  humanity  so  far  got 
the  better  of  his  duty  as  to  Continue  as  unworthy  delinquent 
thro  principles  of  Compassion  for  the  Wretched  Situation  to 
Which  he  had  reduced  himself  &  family  thro  a  long  course  of 
Vicious  dissappation,  he  ought  at  least  to  have  Made  him  ac- 
countable by  sufficient  securities  for  the  public  monies 
which  he  has  with  a  fraudulent  intention,  Continually  em- 
bezelled. — But  even  this,  would  have  been  but  Poor  Restitution 
for  Crimes  of  Such  Magnetude. 

If  the  Treasury  of  your  City  was  Robbed  by  an  audacious 
hardened  Villian,  it  woud  be  Small  Satisfaction  to  have  the 
treasure  restored  &  the  Culprit  Sufferd  to  escape  with  impun- 
ity &  Still  permitted  to  persevere  in  his  criminallity.  The  fate 
of  this  business,  has  Now  determined  me,  to  give  myself  No 
further  trouble  about  it,  or  anything  else  Which  may  Require 
the  interferrence  or  notice  of  the  present  executive  authority. 
It  is  but  too  well  known  that  delinquency,  fraud  &  abouse 
have  long  prevaild  in  most  of  the  Public  offices  In  the  Wes- 
tern Country,  &  it  was  high  time  that  examples  Should  have 
been  made;  and  it  was  the  General  Oppinion  that  a  more 
Suitable  Object  could  not  be  pilchd  upon  for  a  beginning 
than  him  who  is  the  Subject  of  that  address.  But  when 
abuses  of  this  Nature  are  thus  overlooked  or  Winked  a!,  or 
I  might  rather  Say  encouraged  &  Rewarded  from  that  Source 
Where  Justice  &  Judgement  ought  to  be  impartially  dispensed 
to  all,  I  shall  in  future  Content  myself  with  bearing  my 
quoto  of  such  misfortunes  as  may  Result  from  the  Conduct 
of  Public  Men,  or  of  opperation  of  Public  measures.

Packet,  viz.  inter  alia  "No.  1  a  Tract 
of  Land  containing  six  Hundred  acres  in  Fishing  creek  Joining 
lands  of  John  Solomon  late  "the  estate  of  Alexr.  Bartram"  I  do 
not  find  that  any  Deed  was  granted  or  any  application  made 
therefore.  The  terms  of  the  Sale  were  that  a  deed  should  be 
made  to  the  purchaser  by  council  on  producing  the  receipt  of 
the  agents  for  the  purchase  money.  It  hath  since  been  alledg'd 
that  one  of  the  two  tracts  was  In  the  name  ot  the  wife  of 
Alexr.
